Miss Lena Greer, who formerly 
resided on Eng ineer street in this 
city, committed suicide in a restau- 
rant iu Hannibal yesterday after- 
noon by drinking carbolic acid. 
A Hannib al dispatch says : 
“ 
W orry 
over 
misplaced con­ 
fidence in a 
man loved by her, 
whom she learned 
was married, 
is assigned as the cause. 
“ 
The girl received a letter in the 
afternoon mailed from the man, re- 
plying that he would be in Hanni­ 
bal tomorrow. 
Rather 
than see 
him, she preferred to die. 
“ 
Relatives 
at 
N ew 
Franklin 
have been notified and the body 
will be taken there for interment.” 


On September 
25, 
last, 
Miss 
Greer, who was about 21 years of 
age, attempted self-destruction at 
Moberiy by taking laudanum, but^' 
the prompt arrival of a physician 
saved her life. 
Previous to this 
she had made another unsuccessful 
attempt at N ew Franklin. 
A t that time when the attempt 
was made in Moberiy she was em­ 
ployed as a domestic, but quit her 
employment and went to the home 
of her sister, Mrs. James Durham, 
where she took the drug. 
Mrs. Durham was quoted by the 
Moberiy Monitor substantially as 
follows, her utterances being re­ 
produced in 
the 
D e m o c r a t 
of 
September 26, 1902 : 
“ 
This 
morning 
Mrs. 
Durham 
saw Lena reading a letter, and, 
peering over her shoulder, found 
out what caused her to want to 
die. 
A 
man 
at N ew Franklin, 
who had been courting her, had 
confessed in the 
letter she 
was 
reading that he had a wife and 
three children, and that, although 
his wife had learned of his atten­ 
tions to her and had left him in 
consequence, he could not marry 
her 
until 
he 
hjid 
obtained 
a 
divorce.” 
The girl was said by the Monitor 
to be an excellent domestic, and 
the 
information was volunteered 
that she was to be pitied, while 
the man who had ruined herHife 
“ 
ought to be whipped half to death 
and then kicked some.” 


A few days later Miss Greer re­ 
turned to her home in Sedalia, and 
the next day wrote a lengthy com­ 
munication 
to 
the 
D e m o c r a t, 
which 
was 
printed October 3d, 
last. 
In the communication referred 
to she 
denied 
that her two at­ 
tempts at self-destruction were be­ 
cause she had been ruined by a 
married man at N ew Franklin. 
Instead, she claimed she had been 
driven to the deed by her own peo­ 
ple, who had “ 
refused her shelter 


when she was ill and unable to 
w ork.” 
Regarding the N ew 
Franklin 
man, a druggist, whose name was 
coupled with her’s by the Moberiy 
Monitor, Lena alleged in her letter 
to 
the 
D e m o c r a t 
that he had 
“ 
never given her other than good 
advice.” 
She cared for him only 
as a friend, she said, and he enter­ 
tained the same feelings for her, 
but nothing more. 
Lena’s communication was quite 
lengthy, but the above furnishes 
the substance of her contribution, 
which she furnished 
the 
D e m o ­ 


c r a t , she said, “ 
in order that the 
p u b lic m ig h t k n o w th e fa c ts in th e 
case.

NOBODY WAS INJURED.

A Missouri Pacific freight train 
collided 
with 
a 
Chicago 
Great 
Western express at Second street 
and N ew Jersey 
avenue, Kansas 
City, Kas., at 6:30 o’clock yester­ 
day morning. 
The two rear cars 
of the passenger were derailed and 
the engine and one freight car were 
thrown from the tracks. 
No one 
was injured. Today’s Journal says : 
The sleeper, which was one of 
the cars derailed, contained seven 
passengers, and their escape frcni 
injury was remarkable under the 
circumstances. 
The 
crossing 
of 
the 
tracks of 
both 
roads is on 
trestles considerably above the sur­ 
face, and no loss of life can only 
be laid to the fact that both trains 
were running at a slow rate of 
speed. 
There were sixty passen­ 
gers on the express. 
Traffic was 
delayed for six hours by the mis­ 
hap. 
Both trains were incoming. The 
passenger reached the crossing just 
before the freight appeared from 
behind a high embankment, and 
Engineer George Swizzler says E d­ 
ward Coers, the flagman, signaled 
him to go forward. 
When half way past the cross­ 
ing, 
Swizzler 
saw 
the 
freight 
coming, and realizing the danger 
put on steam. 
Engineer Clark, of the freight, 
says the flagman also signaled him 
to come forward, 
and

was 
almost upon the passenger before 
he realized the danger. 
He said 
he tried to check tbe freight, but 
the incline at this point is steep, 
and the heavy cars 
bore 
down 
upon the engine. 
He called to 
Fireman Lehart to jump, and both 
left the engine, and landed safe on 
the ground.
